The development of literature and art in America within the last quarter of 
a century cannot be better proved than by the frequent recurrence of great 
sales at auction. Several which have taken place within the last few years 
have had scattered throughout the pages of the catalogues that described them 
treasures which, in days of old, could only have been found in the palaces of 
monarchs, or in the baronial halls of the highest nobility, and in later times, 
possessed by their descendants, or gathered together by the wealthiest classes. 
Such a collection, in many respects not a whit inferior to many of them, is united 
in the 1547 lots carefully described in the following pages. 

It embraces the major portion of the choice Private Collection of the late 
Robert Lenox Kennedy of New York City, who was a nephew of the late 
James Lenox, founder of the Lenox Library. Mr. Lenox-Kennedy's cultured 
taste and wealth enabled him to accumulate the rare, valuable and recherche in 
every domain of literature and art towards which his fancy inclined.

The present Collection is offered to the public with a due regard to the fol- 
lowing axiomatic suggestion of the well-known authority, Blackburn: — " Cat- 
aloguing is a handicraft just as much as any other mechanical trade; an art to 
be learned by attention and diligent practice. When amateurs get together 
and talk about catalogues, the question is sure to come up ' What arrangement 
do you prefer?' To discuss arrangement before you can prepare a title for a 
catalogue is as if you would be a colorist before you can draw an outline." 

This catalogfue, which is not a mere list, has been divided into five parts as 
follows: 

I. Books Numbers I to 874 

II. Prints, etc Numbers 875 to 1296 

III. Miniatures, etc Numbers 1297 to 1338 

IV. Paintings Numbers 1339 to 1362 

V. Porcelain Numbers 1363 to 1547 

It is a duty to note here that the larger portion of the books and prints 
included under the running head of "The Lenox-Kennedy Collection" are 
from his private library, but for the convenience of cataloguing, the additions 
made to this Collection have been included under the same general heading.

" Books," the title of the " First Part" of the Catalogue, presents a 
very meagre idea of — the Aldines, mostly First Editions of the Classics; 
Mediaeval Manuscripts; historic and beautiful bindings; Eighteenth Century 
French illustrated Belles-Lettres; Americana of high quality; — and the gems, 
nuggets, and bibelots, suitable only for the shelves and cabinets of genuine 
book worms — and possibly a few other book lovers, who agree with old Seneca 
that — " leisure without books is the sepulture of the soul." 

There are books and books, but the books in this Collection cannot be 
classed with the vulgar herd. They belong to the blue-blooded aristocracy of 
bibliophilism. 

Four printed books stand out in bold relief — and of value, only on account 
of their being the rarest of the rare in the matter of edition. These are — 
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The incomparable " editio princeps " of " Homer " printed in Florence at 
the expense of the brothers Nerli in the year 1488 and which Gibbon — to say 
nothing of Maittaire, Dibdin and Brunet — eulogized and noted as something to 
be recorded in his " Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire." This splendid 
copy came into the possession of Mr. Lenox-Kennedy after it had once honored 
the shelves of the British Museum. 

The ' ' First Folio " Shakespeare. Mr. Lenox-Kennedy's copy, which is per- 
fect throughout, formerly belonged to that book-loving prince, the Duke of Sus- 
sex, son of George the Third, and was regally bound by Francis Bedford. The 
Lenox-Kennedy example of this keystone of an English library is as clean as 
the day it left the presses of Jaggard and Blount in the year 1623. 

Purchas, " His Pilgrimes." A matchless copy, a perfect copy and the tallest 
copy ever seen in this country and for which Mr. Lenox-Kennedy paid less 
than its full value for such a copy years ago. Like the glorious " First Folio," 
the five volumes of Purchas are covered with the finest binding of the best 
English " relieur," Bedford. 

Pfintzing's " Tewrdannckh." The original edition of 1517, and of such 
excessive rarity that the Holbein Society of England, unable to find a copy of 
this imprint, had to reproduce the Augsburg edition of 1519. This folio tome, 
which was not printed to be sold — but for presentation only to his friends — by 
the hero of the chivalrous deeds it relates' — the Emperor Maximilian the First — 
is not only famous on account of the curious Schaufelein wood engravings of 
great beauty, but because of the remarkable bastard Gothic types in which it is 
printed and from which it is claimed modem German typography was evolved. 
Of all Mr. Lenox-Kennedy's rarities, this volume should be considered the 
" rarissima avis." 

The Lenox-Kennedy Aldines include the "editio princeps" or first edition 
of Aristotle, 1495-98 ; also the first editions of Aristophanes, 1498, bound by 
Roger Payne — of Sophocles, 1502, bound by Bozerian — of Euripides, 1503, 
bound by Bedford — of Pindar, 1513, and of Galen, 1525. Among the many 
other valuable Aldine imprints is the 1 5 19, or second edition of Plutarch and the 
first of that author printed by the Aldi. 

Incunables, Black Letters and Early Printed Books from the presses of other 
famous printers are richly represented, outside of the " Nerli " Homer already 
referred to. The "editio princeps "of the "Eustathius" Homer bound by 
Roger Payne, in four volumes, is a splendid copy. Two volumes bound by 
Trautz-Bauzonnet are noticeable and are " Hierocles " printed in 1475 by Arnold 
Pannartz, the first printer of Rome, and a "St. Antoninus" which came from 
the presses of John de Colonia, at Venice, in 1474. There is also an example 
of another Venetian typographer, namely, Vindelin de Spira, brother of the first 
printer of Venice. 

The ancient and ' ' Renaissance " vellum manuscripts, decorated with mini- 
atures in gold and colors, are of great beauty and extraordinary character. 
Among the fifty or sixty original manuscripts are the following : — a fifteenth 
century Flemish " Hours of the Virgin," with fifty-seven miniatures that might 
have been the work of Giulio Clovio ; another Flemish Missal, with sixteen 
miniatures ; a Hardouyn vellum "Hours" of 15 14, with forty-five hand illumi- 
nated miniatures, and superbly bound by Clovis Eve ; the most ancient vellum 
manuscript in America, Lawrence of Durham's " Hypognosticon," written 740 
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years ago, and referred to by Dr. Johnson in his "Early British Poets"; the 
" Rules of the Confraternity of St Michael of Venice," in folio; and a Persian 
manuscript, with nine large miniatures in gold and colors. 

The collection of bindings is simply magnificent. Among those belonging 
to historical and monarchical personages are — an "Aulus Gellius," marked 
with the devices and monogram of Henri II. of France and Diana of Poitiers ; 
Charles the Ninth's copy of " Montanus on the Spanish Inquisition" and for 
which the author suffered at the stake ; a superb example of the binding of 
Anne of Austria, covered with her monogram and coat-of-arms. There are 
books that belonged to Henri Quatre, Louis XIII., Louis XV., Marie Antoin- 
ette, Louis XVIII., the Duchesse de Berri, Louis Philippe, Napoleon III. and 
the Empress Eugenie . 

Grand Grolier, Maioli, Pompadour, Colbert, De Thou, Richelieu, Marl- 
borough, D'Hoym and Demidoff "reliures" are among the other nuggets of 
this "genre," which also include a magnificent Le Gascon in red morocco with 
olive compartments; a Boyet with Chamillart "dentelle" borders; a superb 
folio Thouvenin in " double "; and two other volumes which show the extremes 
of book ornamentation. One is a folio with a bronze alto-relievo female figure 
let into the side, and the other is a carved ivory " Prayer Book" which tells the 
hour by a microscopical watch less than a dime in size inserted in the cover. 

To detail the other literary treasures described in the Catalogue would be 
impossible in the limited space at command, but the following list of book gems 
comprised in the Collection should satisfy the longings of the most yearnful 
bibliophile : — 

The sixteen volume folio " Halliwell Shakespeare," limited to 150 copies ; 
original and best edition of Lavater, 1781-83 ; the 1692 Ben Jonson ; " Biblio 
theque Elzevirienne," 150 volumes, bound by Champs ; large paper Bodoni 
"La Rochefoucauld "; a "Breeches" Bible of 1608 ; the 1664 Corneille, bound 
by Chambolle-Duru ; original edition with Moreau's illustrations of La Borde's 
"Chansons," a work of the highest rarity ; the large paper superbly illustrated 
Boccaccio of 1757-61 ; a remarkable collection of etchings, by Jacques Callot, 
including some of his original drawings. 

There are a large number of Unique and Extra-Illustrated books. Amqng 
these so enhanced are — ' ' Ariosto " ; " Miss Berry's Journal "; " Mrs. Delany's 
Autobiography "; " Fleurs de Persil"; original edition of " Madame Bovary "; 
" La Fontaine," 1814; large paper " Le Sage " in twelve volumes; " Moliere "; 
"Manon Lescaut"; "Voltaire;" and finest of all Hamerton's "Etchings and 
Etchers," in a David " reliure " and extended by rare etchings, many of which 
cost forty dollars, and over, a piece. 

Considerable Americana is distributed among the other book luxuries. Mr. 
Lenox-Kennedy's copy of Audubon's ' 'Quadrupeds" is the original folio edition. 
Sebastian Munster's 1542 " Ptolemy" has not only borders designed by Holbein, 
but presents strange conceptions of the cosmography of the two Americas. 
There are also in the line of Americana — Cotton Mather's " Magnalia," 1702; 
first edition of the " Book of Mormon "; a large paper Irving's " Washington," 
with genuine unlettered proofs; and the extremely limited Sargent's " Life of 
Major Andre," beautifully extra-illustrated by inserted rare prints.

' ' Prints, the Second Part " of this Catalogue, has been used, as the generic 
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term, for a very remarkable collection of some of the most valuable early 
etching's, painter-etchings and modern etchings — also of line, stipple and mezzo- 
tinto engravings. To these have been added water-color, pen-and-ink, sepia and 
other drawings by Gavarni, Louis Leloir, Charlet, Le Nain, Johannot,etc. 

Many of the numbers in this division of the Catalogue are in handsome 
frames or are carefully mounted and matted with a due regard to their intrinsic 
quality. The " states " are extraordinarily exceptional in their variety and 
thei;- quantity. Trial proofs, remark proofs, first state proofs, artist proofs, 
needle proofs, parchment proofs, Japan proofs and India proofs are the rule, not 
the exception, in this Collection. The impressions throughout are almost all 
"brilliant." 

Among the prints worthy of special attention are : — Calamatti's " Madonna 
dellaSedia," remark proof before all letters; Raphael Morghen's "Madonna del 
Gran Duca," open letter proof; Forster's " Vierge a laLegende"; Muller's 
"Madonna di San Sisto"; Jacobe's "Life School,'' artist's proof; Darley's 
"Washington's Entry into New York "and "First Blow for Liberty," both 
engraved by A. H. Ritchie, and proofs before letters on India paper; Longhi's 
' " Napoleon at Arcole "; Schmidt's " Empress Elisabeth." 

The old engravers and etchers, not overlooking " the Little Masters," are 
represented by Audran, Beham, Berghem, Claude Lorraine, Durer, Edelinck, 
Ghisi, I^ucas van Leyden, Marc Antonio, Masson, Nanteuil, Ostade, Pentz, 
Pontius, Rembrandt, Tardieu, Vandyck, Visscher and Waterloo. 

The later schools are in profusion, among the names in the Collection being 
— Appian, Bartolozzi, Bervic, Bracquemond, Desnoyers, Flameng, Jacquemart, 
Lalauze, Lalanne, Lefevre, Richomme, St. Aubin, Sharp, Strange, Whistler 
and Wille. 

These do not include the "painter-etchers," some of whom are not only 
gradually revolutionizing art, but impressions from whose burins are command- 
ing almost fabulous prices in Paris and London. Of these there are — Buhot, 
Corot, Daubigny, Desbrosses, Detaille, Gailliard, Guerard, Haden, Jacque, 
Legros, Leys, Meryon, Meissonier, Millet, Rousseau, Veyrassat and those 
other geniuses, who handle the burin and graver as deftly, and with as much 
vigor, as they do the palette and brush. 

Before leaving the subject of "painter etchings " it is pardonable to note that 
in a late article the eminent art critic Theodore Child, writing from Paris, states — 
' ' Another curious point : the most complete and the most perfect collection of 
\ modem French etchings in existence is to be found not in Paris, or even in 

France, but in New York in the portfolio of Mr. S. P. Avery, whose collecting 
nets have been for years spread over Paris, patiently sifting the very best and 
rarest proofs that the French etchers have produced." 

* . * 

" Miniatures, Part the Third," consists of a very lovely group of works 
of art. They comprise some of the most beautiful objects in the Collection. 
The delicate brushes of Greuze, Petitot, Hoppner, Vigee-Lebrun, Reynolds, 
Lawrence, Ciceri, Fragonard, Moreau, Romney and others equally famous are 
united in harmonius juxtaposition. Royal, celebrated and other personages are 
the subjects of these studies of the little in detail, but good artistically. 

Some mythological and other paintings are joined to the " Fourth Part " of 
the Catalogue and which will greatly interest connoisseurs. Wonderful in 
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microscopic painting — and on ivor)', like nearly all the above mentioned— is tKe 
" Battle of Marengo " by Horace Vernet. Fran9ois Boucher's " Birth of Venus " 
will charm and delight those who appreciate the nude in art. A small-sized but 
original portrait of "Nell Gwynne," by the famous painter of court beauties, 
Sir Peter Lely, and which is said originally came from the collection of a mem- 
ber of the ducal family of Grosvenor, ought to command a high price for not 
only its historic association but for its intrinsic art merit. A portrait painted by 
Prud'hon has such a striking resemblance to Robert Burns, that it has been long 
claimed to be the veritable presentment of Scotia's favorite bard. 

Bonbonnieres decorated with ivory miniatures, and bonbonnieres of gold and 
porcelain painted by hand, have been included in this division, as well as a beau- 
tiful "niello and crystal calix" of St. George and the Dragon.

"Paintings, Part the Fourth" is not numerically a large section 

of the Catalogue. What it lacks in quantity is made up by quality. The 
more important subjects represented and by the masters now specified, are — 
Velasquez's "Innocent the Tenth"; II Domenichino's "St. Sebastian "; Le- 
moine's " Hercules and Omphale " ; Mignard's "Madonna"; Guide's "Her- 
cules Vanquishing Antseus "; Romney's "Lady Hamilton as Mary Magdalene "; 
Gray's "Jessica, the Pride of the Rialto," a portrait of Fanny Davenport; and 
Zurbaran's " San Benito."

"Porcelain, the Fifth Part," and last of this Catalogue, is a Collec- 
tion of valuable, interesting and rare specimens of the ceramic art. They are 
principally old oriental pieces of great beauty in design and color, blended with 
a limited quantity of occidental specimens.

Sufficient has been said to prove what kind of a Collection this Catalogue 
presents to art-loving amateurs. The auction sale will be absolutely without 
reserve. Such opportunities for purchasing works of beauty are becoming 
scarcer day by day. Prices are rising in America and connoisseurs will ere long 
find it impossible to rival the great public libraries and museums of art in pur- 
chasing for their book-cases, galleries and cabinets. 

To conclude. Porcelains embody one of the highest phases of the aesthetic. 
Old Masters are inestimable. Ivory miniatures, — like those other productions 
of genius in exceptional " states," graved by loving fingers after the originals 
of great masters, or bitten out in original conceptions by " Peintres Graveurs," 
— are " things of joy and a beauty forever." And as for books, what they are 
to Humanity was summed up by the medieval Bishop, Richard de Bury, nigh 
upon five hundred years ago: — 

" In books we find the dead as if alive; in books we foresee things to come; 
in books, warlike affairs are methodized; in books, the rights of peace proceed. 

To books how easily, how safely may we expose the nakedness 

of human ignorance without putting it to shame. These are the masters who 
instruct us without rods, without anger, without reward. If you approach them, 
they are not asleep; if you interrogate them, they do not conceal; if you mistake 
them, they do not murder; if you are ignorant, they do not laugh. Ah! books 
alone liberal and makimg liberal, who give to all who ask, and who enfranchise 
all who serve you."

Aldus could discover only 
nine comedies and part of the tenth, which induced him to 
publish the edition with the nine complete comedies only; and for this 
publication posterity is deeply indebted to his indefatigability and 
research — as he has literally rescued Aristophanes from dust and obli- 
vion.

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Heath et de Brunck," and Dibdin in his " Greel?: and Latin Classics" 
calls this the — " Editio Princeps, " and adds — " This is a very excel- 
lent and accurate edition, highly approved by Brunck, and taken from 
valuable MSS. It is greatly preferable to many that followed it. The 
title of the volume announces some Scholia, which Aldus intended to 
have published, but which, unfortunately, never appeared. See 
Harles Fabr. Bibl. Gr., t. ii., 219; Idem. Introd. L. G., t. i., 294-5. 
The Aldine edition was the basis of every subsequent one till that of 
Turnebus. Renouard informs us that Harles is wrong in attributing 
no preface to this work : ' Ou il se sera trompe, ou le preface aura ete 
ajoute pendant la tirage.' LTmp. des Aides, i., 82. A very copious 
and flattering account is given by this bibliographer of this editio prin- 
ceps of Sophocles."

It should also be noted in connection 
with the volume that it is of the highest bibliographical interest, being 
the production of Arnold Pannartz, who, with Conrad Sweynheym, 
introduced the art of typography into the city of the Cassars. Much 
might be written anent the labors of these veteran printers, but the 
following extract from Cotton's " Typographical Gazetteer " sums up 
their history in connection with Rome pretty thoroughly. He writes 
— "Roma, Rome, the celebrated capital of Italy, once mistress of the 
world. This city, as might be expected, was early in admitting and 
cherishing in its bosom an art which promised such extraordinary ad- 
vantages as typography, the knowledge and practice of which was 
conveyed to it by two enterprising Germans in the year 1465. These 
men Conrad Sweynheym and Arnold Pannartz, whose names are 
familiar to every one acquainted with the earlier editions of the classics, 
were the first to exhibit throughout all Italy the newly discovered art 
of printing, and under the auspices of Pope Paul the Second set up 
their printing establishment in the monastery of Subiacointhe vicinity 
of Rome. After two years they removed into the city itself, and being 
received into the house of two noble brothers, Peter and Frances de 
Maximis, opened their Roman typographical career by giving to the 
world, in 1467, an edition of Cicero's ' Epistolas ad Familiares,' which 
is the first book printed at Rome. Until the year 1473 they continued 
to supply editions of standard works, with an execution truly admirable, 
and a correctness which has been duly appreciated and proclaimed by 
the learned of all subsequent ages. In the year 1474, the partner- 
ship between these two was dissolved, and from this time we hear 
nothing more of Sweynheym as a printer ; he appears to have given 
himself entirely to the study of engraving, and to have died about 
1478."

"In 1593, in the reign of Henry IV., De Thou was appointed 
keeper of the Royal Library in place of D'Amyot. He then employed 
Clovis Eve, whose shop was at Mont St. Hilaire, close to the Royal Lib- 
rary, to bind the King's books, and in all probability availed himself 
of his services for his own library. This Clovis Eve was both a book- 
seller and a bookbinder, which, as we have already seen, was a neces- 
sary combination. ' Some even, ' as we read in the Guide des Corps 
Marchands, in the chapter upon bookbinders and gilders, ' some even 
possessed a printing-ofiice.' These were the privileged few, who in 
Paris possessed the same right of uniting all the industries of a book 
as Aldus did in Venice. Those who confined themselves solely to the 
industry of bookbinding were usually in the employ of some rich ama- 
teur, and formed part of his household, like those employed by Grolier. 
We know that Malherbe, by the recommendation of his bookbinder, 
Provence, sent a youth to Pieresc, who was a great lover of well- 
bound books. Clovis Eve is little known as a bookseller, probably be- 
cause the exigencies of his duty as the King's bookbinder occupied 
him completely. In 1605 he was still in office, but five years later his 
son Nicholas had succeeded him. He, in his turn, was succeeded by 
his son Clovis, who was King's bookbinder up to 1631. We also hear 
of Louis Le Due as binder to Henry IV. in 1598. 

" The Eves were almost the only binders who succeeded in making

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two sides of a book and its back the three parts of one congruous whole, 
the square lettering in pleasing contrast to the flowing beauty of the orna- 
ment. To Clovis Eve are probably due the beautiful volumes in green 
morocco, with the fleur-de-luce bearing the royal arms of Louis XIII. 
Many of them, following the fashion of using Greek letters, have a 
lambda 'a' at each corner; on those bound for Henry IV. occurs some- 
times the letter H,with or without the the number IIII. following it. 
A few had the inscription ' Henrici IIII., patris patrise virtutum resti- 
tutoris.'" 

The volume — which is in a new green morocco and lettered drop 
case — was bound by Clovis Eve years after it left the press of the Har- 
douins, of whom Dibdin says: — " They were both unquestionably very 
beautiful printers and maintained a prodigious traffic in the sale of de- 
votional volumes; their productions being upon the whole fully equal 
to those of Kerver, Pigouchet or Vostre." 

The borders composed of fruits and flowers, painted by hand, in this 
Latin " Heures " are delightfully executed, and the numerous capitals 
and finials are carefully worked out in gold and colors. The first 
miniature is entirely executed by hand and represents a tonsured monk 
in black and white habit worshipping the Madonna and Child. The 
other miniatures are of the " Chalice Miracle of St. John," " Betrayal 
of Christ," " Four Cardinal Virtues " (4), "Annunciation," "Vision of 
the Assumption," "Nativity," " Angels Appearing to Shepherds," 
" Adoration of Magi," " Purification," " Flight into Egypt," " Death 
and Assumption of Virgin," "David and Bathsheba's Husband," 
" Christian Love Feast," " Crucifixion," "Descent of Holy Ghost," 
and "Annunciation." The small miniatures are principally of saints 
and tastefully executed.

Facing the last page is a similar handsome piece of heraldic emblaz- 
onry. The surroundings of the coat armor are identical, but the 
blazon is an impaled shield — ' ' per fesse or in chief, and in base gules 
per pale vair" impaling quarterly of five, i. e., r, " argent a chevron 
gules between six martlets of the same"; 2, "ermine within a border 
gules and or"; 3, "bendy or and azure within a bordure gules " ; 
4, "azure two fish embowed or between six crosses or ;" 5, "or, a 
lion rampant azure." 

The margins at the bottom of all the pages, except those with 
miniatures, are fully three inches. 

The miniatures which are over four inches tall and three wide are 
magnificent specimens of Flemish painting during the mediaeval period. 
They include " The Four Evangelists" of whom Matthew, Mark and 
Luke are seated amid Gothic surroundings writing on desks, while 
John is out in the open air at Patmos, with an architectural landscape 
behind him. Some of these as well as others have Byzantine back- 
grounds and the diapering is exquisitely finished. Among these may 
be specified as being of rare merit and quaint character : ' ' The 
Descent of the Holy Ghost"; "The Annunciation"; "The 
Nativity"; " The Angel and the Shepherds ";" Visit of the Magi"; 
" Presentation in Temple"; "Flight into Egypt"; "David before 
the Lord " — very curious with God the Father strangely represented 
amid the clouds and surrounded by seraphim. 

The last miniature is very quaint. Three priests stand at the head 
of an open grave in which two dwarf gravediggers are burying a 
shrouded corpse, while the mourners habited in black are looking on 
with melancholy faces.

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This remarkable manuscript and precious relic of the literature of 
our forefathers, written over 300 years before the invention of print- 
ing, antedates the " Romance of the Rose " of Guillaume de Lorris 
and Jean de Meung by more than a century. 

The above consists of two parts, the first a Latin Poem in hex- 
ameter verse, taking in towards the close rhythmical descriptions of 
ecclesiastical history and composed by the scribe Lawrence, Prior of 
the Abbey of Durham, England. The second part comprises transla- 
tions from St. John Chrysostom, passages from St. Augustine and other 
Fathers of the Church. It is textually in splendid condition with the 
exception of a few marginalia in the second part of which portions have 
been in places cut off by the binder's plow. There are altogether 206 
pages, of which the " Hypognosticon," including three pages of pro- 
logue, makes 103 pages. 

The great lexicographer, Samuel Johnson, in his "Lives of the 
British Poets, " gives Lawrence of Durham, whose death he locates in 
1154, one of the places of honor among the very earliest English, or 
rather Anglo-Norman, poets In the Hazlitt edition of Johnson's 
" British Poets" we learn as follows respecting the author and scribe 
of the above volume : — 

"Lawrence, a monk and precentor of Durham, who afterwards 
enjoyed the favor of King Stephen, in the capacity of his chaplain, 
and was made by him in 1149 Prior of Durham, is the author of a 
Scriptural History in nine books, written in Latin elegaics, under the 
title of 'Hypognosticon'; of a Latin 'Rhyme on Christ and his 
Disciples '; and of a poem, also in Latin, ' On the City and Bishopric 
of Durham, by way of dialogne between Lawrence and Peter,' The 
versification more especially of the 'Hypognosticon,' is characterized 
by considerable elegance and facility. Lawrence — who is described 
by an old historian of Durham, quoted by Mr. Wright, as ' a man of 
great discretion and honest conversation, skilled in the law, endowed 
with eloquence, well grounded in the divine institutes, and not need- 
ing to beg counsel of others in adversity ' — wrote in mixed prose and 
verse an imitation of the ' De Consolatione ' of Boethius under the title 
of 'Consolatione pro Morte Amici'; a life, in prose, of St. Bridget; 
and various other works of the same character."

Bernard ' (Bernhard Salomon of Lyons), vi^ho also made drawings for 
her jewels. They were usually engraved with a bow and crescent, 
sometimes with an arrow rising from a tomb with the motto ' Sola vivit 
in illo.' On the love offerings from the king an ' H ' is worked in vnth 
a crown and fleur-de-lis. The practice of inscribing mottoes on books 
was very usual. There is a beautiful book mentioned in Dibdin's ' De- 
cameron,' which was published by Aldus. It is bound in fine Italian 
olive binding with the device of a serpent entwining a ring and a motto 
' Scilicet es superis labor est. ' On many of Henri's own books are 
stamped and interwoven the initials ' H ' and ' D,' of his own and mis- 
tress's names, with crescents, bows, quivers and other symbols of the 
chase, appropriate to a lady bearing the name of Diana."

It formerly belonged to the bib- 
liophilistic son of King George III., his Royal Highness the Duke of 
Sussex, whose bookplate was inserted between the end papers when it 
was rebound by Francis Bedford. 

The Lenox-Kennedy copy is perfect, and all that should be called 
attention to, in connection with the copy, are the grafting at the inner 
edge of the first leaf (or "Ben Jonson's Verses to the Reader"), the 
title which has been grafted on the outer margin, but so as not to 
interfere with the portrait or letterpress, and the cutting down of some 
margins which in no place whatever interferes with a syllable of the 
text. 

On the end papers at the beginning of the volume are inserted two 
letters written to the late Robert Lenox Kennedy, Esq. — one by the 
eminent Shakespearian, J. Payne Collier, and the other by the dis- 
tinguished author. Dr. S. Austin Allibone. 

Mr. Payne Collier, writing from "Maidenhead, 11 Jan., i86i (my 
72d birthday,") says : "I am indebted to you and to other unseen and 
personally unknown friends in the United States for a very handsome 
inkstand, not less handsomely inscribed to me. I can only thank you 
most heartily, and add my humble hope that I really deserve some part 
of the good opinion that the present so kindly and confidingly testifies. 
I am, dear sir, your most obliged and faithful servant, J. Payne Col- 
lier. R. Lenox Kennedy, Esq." 

Dr. Allibone, in his letter to Mr. Kennedy, and which is dated 
" April 5, 1871," gives considerable information as to the sizes of and 
prices obtained for first folio Shakespeares. He encloses a slip from 
an article written by G. W. Smalley relating to first folios and other 
interesting literary matters. 

" The first folio edition of the Works of Shakespeare (1623) is a 
rare treasure. The Grenville copy, said to be the most beautiful 
known, was bought in 1819 for 116 guineas. The Duke of Rox- 
burgh's copy fetched 100 guineas. At Mr. Baker's sale a copy, 
described as the only one containing the two canceled leaves in ' As 
You Like It,' fetched £\i>'i 15s. But Mr. Daniell's copy went far 
beyond these prices. Miss Burdett Coutts gave for it no less than 682 
gniineas." — Cornhill Magazine^ October, 1867.

Few engi'avers have excelled Longhi in the first great principle of 
his school — that an engraver should make the means subservient to the 
end, and not the end to the means.

Previous to the restoration of the Bourbons, the great Napoleon 
ordered Longhi to engrave and superintend the production of the 
superb work entitled "Fasti di Napoleone il Grande " after the designs 
of Appiani. Six of the plates were entirely engraved by Longhi, in 
what the Italians call " Semilibero," i. e., semi-free, in imitation of 
painting. The work was prosecuted at Napoleon's expense until — 
" his abdication when it is said its further progress was forbidden and 
the plates destroyed. By whosesoever order this sacrilege was com- 
mitted it shows a littleness and baseness of soul, incapable of appre- 
ciating genius, or of performing any nobler deeds than those of a Tar- 
quin or Nero."

He took his models from those around him, and 
did not hesitate to dress the Queen of Sheba, Esther, or Dalilah in 
the costumes of the richer classes of Holland. His "Ecce Homo" 
may be considered one of his chief compositions from an artistic point 
of view, but it is also full of another kind of interest. The scene is 
laid in the public square of a Flemish town, surrounded by gabled 
houses; and here, indifferent to historical truth, the engraver has given 
the executioners and spectators the costumes of his own age. We are 
therefore indebted to him for a very important record of the manners 
and costumes of the people of the Netherlands in the first half of the 
sixteenth century.

On its completion it was sent to Paris to 
be printed, and he h"ad just strength enough to permit his being car- 
ried to Sonnenstein near Dresden, where he died in 18 16, only a day 
or two before the proof of his plate arrived from Paris. It was sus- 
pended over the head of his bier as he lay dead, thus reminding the 
spectators of the untimely fate of the great master of the original."

1324 "NELL GWYNNE." 

HALF-LENGTH OIL MINIATURE PAINTING— measuring 
eight and seven-eighths by seven and a half — of the celebrated mistress 
of King Charles the Second, and ancestress of the ducal family of St. 
Albans. , 

This beautiful portrait, which is in the original seventeenth century 
gold frame, shows us Nell Gwynne as rare Ben Jonson so much ad- 
mired her sex — "hair loosely flowing, robes as free." "Saucy 
Nell " is represented with bust somewhat freely exhibited, clinging to 
which is white drapery, partially covered by a purple robe. She has on 
a necklace of pearls, and a clasp of jewels sustains her inner robe. An 
engraving of Nell Gwynne by Earlom, and in passe-partout, accompa- 
nies the picture, to which may be applied the description of another 
portrait of her by Lely, in Mrs. Jameson's " Beauties of the Court of 
Charles II." — "The turn of the neck and the air of the head are full 
of grace and character, and the whole picture, though a little injured by 
time, is exquisitely painted." 

It has been suggested that this is the work of art of which Peter 
Cunningham narrates the following in his " Story of Nell Gwyn." — 
"When Queen Charlotte, consort of George the Third, was asked 
whether she recollected a famous picture of Nell Gwyn, known to 
have existed in Windsor Castle, and which her Majesty herself was 
suspected of having removed, she replied at once, ' that most assuredly 
since she resided at Windsor there had been no Nell Gwyn there.' " 

" Sir Peter Lely's pencil " — writes Pilkington in his "Dictionary of 
Painters, edited by Allan Cunningham "—" was light and free; his 
coloring lovely; the air of his heads and his figures amiable and grace- 
ful; his attitudes are easy, natural and well-chosen, with an inexhaust- 
ible variety. His draperies have such an agreeable negligence, with 
broad folds, that his works in that respect, as well as in other peculi- 
arities, are easily distinguishable from those of all other artists; and 
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they have proved models for imitation. He had, however, a peculiar 
expression in the eyes of his female figures; a tender languishment; a 
look of blended sweetness and diowsiness, unattempted before his 
time by any master, and which he certainly conceived to be graceful." 

VERNET (Emile Jean Horace, born 1789, died 1863). 

^325 "The Battle of Marengo." 

A Wonderful Piece of Miniature Work on ivory, representing 
Napoleon Bonaparte on his white charger leading the soldiers of 
France to victory. This microscopical piece of painting exhibits the 
most marvelous fidelity, not only to the highest principles of art, but 
in the minutiee of the details of the battle field. The tri-color is carried 
triumphantly by the heroes of the Republic. The hazy smoke of can- 
non, the dying and wounded writhing in convulsive struggles, and the 
peaceful mountain landscape in the distance make this dainty little 
gem one of the masterpieces of Vernet's brush. 

It is in a gilt frame, and the ivory upon which it is so exquisitely 
painted, measures only three and one-eighth inches by one and five- 
eighths. 

' ' How can one judge with one word a career so long and full ? At 
an age when so many only commence to feel their way he ( Horace 
Vernet) was already a painter. He held the brush sixty years. Could 
he have held it without weaknesses ? To expect it would not be loyal. 
Is it necessary, on the other part, to place the prophetic trumpet at 
the lips and proclaim Horace Vernet the national painter of France ? 

We have before us a man of incontestable value, an artist 

by right of birth, a skillful designer who has cast to the wind of pub- 
licity more than two hundred lithographs; a skillful painter whose_ 
pictures can be numbered to five hundred; an amusing story teller 
when he takes the pen; a man who by his labors, his activity, his 
travels, has lived the measure of several lives, and has influenced his 
country and his age. Shall we attempt to lessen him by most incom- 
plete criticisms, or aggrandize him without moderation, by unreason- 
able eulogies ? No ! Let us bow before this triumph of skill and 
genius, and without seeking outside his family for comparisons, let us 
salute him as the last and greatest of the Vernets. " — Leon Lagrange, 
" Gazette des Beaux-Arts." 

CICERI (Bernardino, born 1650). 
1326 " Landscapes and Views." 

Exquisite Series of seven beautifully painted miniatures mounted 
on one mat and in gold frame. Ciceri was one of the ablest scholars 
of Carlo Sacchi. The centre piece is a finished rural landscape with 
mountain and church spire in the distance. This is surrounded by six 
other miniatures equally delicately painted. Two of these are 
marines, two are landscapes, another is a lake side scene, and that at 
the bottom is a charming view of the Cathedral of Notre Dame from 
the Seine. 
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PRUD'HON (Peter Paul, born 1768, diedx%2i). 

1327 " Portrait of Robert Burns (?)". 

Remarkably Fine Study, by this famous artist, wlao lias been 
styled " the French Correggio," and bearing such a marked resem- 
blance to the poet Burns, that this oil painting has been claimed to 
have been his portrait. It is in a gold frame. Under "Prud'hon," 
in " Part the Second — Prints, etc.," and number 1209, will be found an 
etching by Gilbert after Prud'hon of the same head. Prud'hon, the 
friend of Canova, after years of study in Italy and the painting of 
miniatures and pastel portraits, produced his picture of " Justice and 
Vengeance Pursuing Crime." This placed Prud'hon in the highest 
rank of modern artists. Napoleon had him chosen member of the 
Institute, decorated him with the Legion of Honor, and appointed 
him teacher of design to the Empress Maria Louisa. His works are 
" distinguished for richness of composition, elegance of design, beauty 
of coloring and delicacy of penciling." Pie painted many poetical and 
historical subjects — also portraits and cabinet pictures, which are as a 
rule only to be found in the best French collections. His ' ' Zephyr 
Hovering Over the Water" sold in 1829 for 20,000 francs. 

COCHIN (Charles Nicholas, born 1688, died 1754). 

1328 "See-Saw" and "Leap-Frog.'' (2) 

Splendid Pair of well executed oblong drawings in imitation of 
sculptured relief, representing charming naked Cupids at play. One 
miniature is painted in grey, the other in chocolate red. Framed. 
Oblong, three and a quarter inches by two and a half. 

REYNOLDS (Sir Joshua, born 1723, died 1792). 

1329 " Mrs. Frances Sheridan as Saint Cecilia." 

Porcelain Miniature painted after the famous original of Rey- 
nolds. In brass frame. Oval, three and three-quarter inches by 
three. 

Mrs. Sheridan, the subject of the above, was the mother of the 
famous Richard Brinsley Sheridan. Two of her comedies, " The Dis- 
covery " and "the Dupe," were very successful in their day. She 
also wrote " Sidney Biddulph," a novel, and an Eastern tale, " Nour- 
jahad. " 

1330 " George Selwyn." 

Fine Painted Porcelain Miniature Portrait of this famous 
wit, the story of whose life has been so graphically told by Jesse. In 
gilt frame. Oval, two and one eighth inches by two and five-eighths. 

1331 "Sir Isaac Newton." 

Black Porcelain Alto-relievo head in imitation of bronze. 
Stamped on back "Wedgwood and Bentley." This was probably 
after an original of Fla.xman, whom Josiah Wedgwood employed to 
furnish him with artistic designs. Gilt frame. Oval, two and three- 
quarter inches by two. 
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1332 BONBONNIERE. Lined with Tortoise Shell and Painted 

Medallion on Top and being a Miniature Portrait of "Lady 
Hamilton."

LEMOINE (Franfois, ^orn 1688, died 1737). 

1339 " Hercules and Omphale.'' 

Grand Example of the famous Eighteenth Century French painter 
Lemoine. This chef-d'oeuvre depicts the spell under which Hercules 
had fallen through love for the Queen of Lydia. The Farnese group 
at Naples represents this subject from the ancient sculptor's chisel, but 
it was left for Lemoine to do justice to it by the brush a century and a 
half ago. His powerful conception shows us the great Hercules — who 
successfully accomplished the " Twelve Labors " — as the doting slave 
of a lovely woman. It was later that he succeeded in his "Thirteenth 
Labor." Here, the wife of Tmolus is loosely garbed in lion's skin 
and holds beneath her right arm the club of the hero, while Hercules 
has more or less thrown around him her flowered silk robe which is 
held up across his sinewy breast by a blue silken ribbon. He is her 
absolute slave and has degenerated into a creature of effeminacy. 
Both of his hands grasp the emblems of bondage. In one is the, 
spindle and in the other the distaff, which Omphale also loosely holds 
in token of mastery. With a sensual leer on his ruddy face he looks 
into the eyes of the golden-haired siren. And the God of Love lolls 
indolently, yet triumphantly, close to the knee of the slayer of the 
Nemean lion. 

The prodigies and amours of Hercules were always favorite subjects 
of Lemoine. When he was admitted a member of the Academy of 
Paris, he painted on that occasion his picture of ' ' Hercules and 
Cacus. " After Lemoine had distinguished himself by the elegance of 
his grouping and the beauty and freshness of his coloring on the cupola 
of the chapel of the Virgin in St. Sulpice, Louis the Fifteenth ap- 
pointed him to paint the ceiling of the grand salon at Versailles. 
Here he represented " the Apotheosis of Hercules," one immense 
fresco deemed the largest in Europe, being 64 feet by 54. The 
nine compartments of that world-celebrated work occupied him 
four years. Lemoine came to his end through a curious monomania. 
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Notwithstanding the highest honors had been quite recently bestowed 
upon him by Louis Quinze, the distinguished painter believed that the 
officers of justice were in search of him to convey him to prison. One 
day while being called upon by an old patron — " he imagined the day of 
his doom had come and seizing a sword, stabbed himself in several 
"places and fell dead as his friend entered the apartment." 

1340 IL DOMENICHINO, i. e., DOMENICO ZAMPIERI 

{born 1581, died 1641). 
" Martyrdom of St. Sebastian." 

Grand Example of this Old Master. In ebony and gold 
frame — inside measurement 27 inches by 21. There can be no ques- 
tion of the marvelous power of II Domenichino shown in this glorious 
work of art. It speaks for itself. The composition is of the tnaster"s 
best. The upraised face and the beautiful eyes turned heavenwards 
are full of expression. The anatomy of the partially nude body, and 
of the hands and arms tied above the head exhibit the great power of 
II Domenichino. The wooded landscape in the background and two 
armored figures on white steeds prove in their way not one of the least 
of the master's peculiar excellencies. Like Domenichino's " Martyr- 
dom of St. Agnes," the whole design of the painting is extremely 
correct without anything of mannerism. The head of the saint has 
an expression of grief mixed with hope that is wonderfully noble. 
This work of II Domenichino proves the highest genius. 

" If the productions of an artist must always be the best evidence 
of his having or wanting genius, the compositions of Domenichino 
must ever afford sufficient proofs in his favor. As to correctness of 
design, expression of the passions, and simplicity and variety in the 

airs of his heads, he is allowed to be little inferior to Raffaelle 

There is undoubtedly in the works of this eminent master what will 
always claim applause, what will forever maintain his reputation, and 
place him among the number of the most excellent in the art of paint- 
ing. ... It is admitted even by the severest of his critics that the 
' Cure of the Demoniac Boy,' among the frescoes at Grotto Ferrata, 
manifests a sublimity of conception little if at all inferior to Raffaelle. '' 
— P:lkington. 

1341 VELASQUEZ DE SILVA (Don Diego, born 1594, died 

1660). 

" Pope Innocent the Tenth." 

Magnificent Example of the Brush of the Great Velasquez 
and a rephca of his celebrated painting of Gian Battista Pamfili, who 
was elected Pope in the year 1644 upon the death of Urban the Eighth, 
It represents the Supreme Pontiff seated in his chair of state and is 
life size. Velasquez painted his portrait of Innocent the Tenth in 1648. 
He was sent in that year by King Philip the Fourth of Spain upon a 
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special mission to the Pope and was directed at the same time to pur- 
chase statues and pictures for the royal collection. We are informed 
by Pilkington that: — " On his arrival at Rome, he received many marks 
of distinction from Innocent, who sat to him for his picture and gave 
him a magnificent medal of gold." 

Lanzi says Velasquez — "renewed in this portrait (of Innocent X. 
the wonders which are recounted of Leo X. by Raffaelle and Paul III. 
by Titian; for this picture so entirely deceived the eye as to be taken 
for the Pope himself." 

Pope Innocent the Tenth, who was born in 1572 and died in 1655, 
Vfas a member of the Roman patrician family of the Pamfili. Although 
advanced in years when elevated to the See of St. Peter, he showed 
himself a man of great resolution. He helped with every means in 
his power the war of the Republic of Venice against the Turks, firmly 
withstood European interference in his quarrel virith the Duke of Parma 
about the Bishop of Castro, and condemned in his bull " Cum Occa- 
sione " the doctrines of Corneille Jansenius, which distracted the 
Roman Catholic church during the seventeenth century. 

But few paintings of Velasquez are to be found in America. His 
finest works are preserved at Madrid, and show that with the exception 
of Murillo he ranks as the greatest Spanish painter. It has been truly 
written that: — 

" His portraits are for force, penetration, directness and severity of 
truth, of almost unrivalled merit; his historical pictures are also of rare 
value; his landscape effects are full of air and light; and his treatment 
of religious subjects only fails in defect of that deeper spirituality, the 
expression of which has been in its fulness attained by none save a 
few of the earlier Itahans." 

Accompanying this wonderful masterpiece of portrait painting and 
in passe-partout is an etching of the original, a copy of which is here 
reproduced. 

GUIDO RENI {dorn 1575, ^fied 1642). 

1342 " Hercules Vanquishing Ant^us." 

This oil painting, which is attributed to Guido Reni, came from and 
is marked on the back as from — " Hamilton Palace — No. 359." It is 
in the original gold frame. 

The subject of the painting gave Guido splendid opportunities for 
displaying his knowledge of anatomy. At first sight the picture 
appears to be one simply of two gladiators wrestling. It is, however, 
a magnificent conception of the victory of Hercules, the offspring of 
Jupiter by Alomene, the wife of Amphitryon, over Antzeus, who was 
the son of Neptune (Poseidon) and Earth (Ge). This mighty Libyan 
giant and wrestler was possessed of strength so invincible that so long 
as he remained in contact with his mother Earth, not even Hercules 
could overthrow him. But the hero discovered the source of his rival's 
strength, and lifting Antteus from the earth crushed him in mid-air. 
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LE BARBIER (Jean Jacques F rancois, born 1738, died 1826). 

1343 "The Infant Bachus." 

Admirable Painting by this eminent artist, and whicli is in its 
original gold frame of the First Empire. 

Le Barbier studied art under Pierre, the first painter to the King. 
He then went to Switzerland to make designs for Zurlauben's 
" Tableaux Topographiques de la Suisse," and there became the inti- 
mate friend of Gessner. On his return to France, after visiting Rome 
for improvement, where he had made many designs from the most 
celebrated works of art, he distributed them among the different schools 
of painting. By this means he is said to have prepared the way for 
the revolution in the French school commenced by Vien and completed 
by David. He practiced the fine arts for many years with reputation; 
was a member of the old Academy of Painting and also of the Insti- 
tute. He wrote several works on art which possess considerable 
merit. 

ZURBARAN (Francisco, born 1596, died 1662). 

1344 " San Benito." 

This Grand Painting, which has been attributed to Zurbaran, 
bears every mark of his brush. If not by him it is certainly by one of 
the ablest of his school, for it is fully equal to the majority of the 
paintings attributed to Zurbaran in the Spanish Museum at the Louvre, 
where there is a room chiefly devoted to his works and credited, accord- 
ing to the official Louvre catalogue, as being from his 'pencil. Even 
authorities have asserted that many of these are very indifferent, and 
doubtless by some other artist. This work of art can be, however, 
y safely credited to this Spanish master. 

Stirling places TAir\isx^n in the first rank of the Spanish school, and 
as equal to Velasquez in coloring, although not in other respects. 
That able writer commends him as — " The peculiar painter of monks, 
as Raffaelle is of Madonnas and Ribera of martyrdoms." 

Zurbaran in this picture exhibits the founder of Western monachism 
seated. "With one hand San Benito points to an open volume, proba- 
bly his " Regula Monachorara," 2. e., " Regulations of St. Benedict," 
and with the other rests upon a staff. The head of St. Benedict is a 
grand study, full of dignity, yet imbued with that religious fervor that 
made him, when even young, betake himself to the deep solitudes 
where the murmurs of a world given up to temporal selfishness 
would be inaudible. It was alone in the rocky wilderness that he was 
able to wrestle with his own nature, until he had conquered it and laid 
it as a sacrifice upon the altar of religion and philosophy. 

SCHOOL OF RAFFAELLO SANZIO. 

1345 "Madonna and Child." 

A Sublime Painting and in an octagon Florentine frame. This 
most familiar subject of the painters of medievalism and the Renais- 
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sance is divinely interpreted by the artist, whio, although of the school 
of Raffaello, seems to have thrown into his inspiration the spirit of 
the Spanish school of Murillo. The Holy Mother, seated and clad in 
blue and red robes, holds the Infant Savior clasped to her breast. One 
hand grasps his with a white cloth and the other holds a pear, towards 
which the Holy Child extends one hand, although the other is firmly 
closed upon another pear. The painting is known as the " Virgin of 
the Pear." 

MIGNARD (Pierre, born 1610, died 1695). 

1346 " Madonna, Infant Christ and St. John the Baptist." 

Pierre Mignard, in this beautiful painting, has habited the Blessed 
Virgin in blue and red. Her head is gracefully poised on one side. 
The Infant Jesus is seated on her lap, and one of his feet is fondled 
by St. John, who, like the Savior, is represented as a child. A land- 
scape with castle makes up the background. 

Mignard, better known as " the Roman," obtained that title through 
his careful study and wonderful power in carrying out the spirit of 
Annibale Caracci and Raffaello Sanzio in subjects of a sacred charac- 
ter. When at Rome, says Spooner — " His pictures of the Virgin and 
other holy subjects, designed and executed in the graceful style of 
Raffaello, were greatly admired. He acquired a distinguished reputa- 
tion in that city and found abundant employment. He also distin- 
guished himself as a portrait painter, and was patronized by Pope 
Urban VIII., Alexander VII. and many of the nobility. He executed 
some works for the churches, the principal of which is a picture of 
' The Trinity ' in San Carlo, and ' A Holy Family ' in Santa Maria in 
Campitelli. He was invited back to Paris-by Louis XIV., and on his 
way, passing through Tuscany, Modena and Parma, he was honored by 
the princes of those cities, whose portraits he painted. Louts sat to 
him ten times for his portrait, and had such respect for his talents that 
he ennobled him, and, after the death of Le Brun, appointed him his 
principal painter and director of the manufactories. Mignard was 
chosen a member of the Academy, and was successively professor, 
rector, director and chancellor of that institution." 

1347 "Anne Palatine, Princess de Conde."

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ROMNEY (George, born 1734, died 1802). 

135 1 "St. Mary Magdalene, with Vase of Ointment." 

This is one of the paintings by this famous artist which — " display 
great fertility of invention with sweetness and delicacy of sentiment." 
It was doubtless one of the many studies Romney made of the notori- 
ous Lady Hamilton. So great was his reputation as a portrait painter 
that in one year alone Romney executed orders to the amount of nearly 
twenty thousand dollars, a great sum of money for an artist in his day.

Fanny Davenport sat as a model for this fine picture by the 
National Academician Gray. He painted it to order for five hundred 
dollars— the tenth part of the amount paid, viz., $5,000, for his 
" Wages of War," which was brought at that price, and presented to 
the New York Metropolitan Museum. Shakespeare's heroine, or 
rather Miss Davenport, is depicted in profile. Her costume is that of 
a Venetian maiden of her epoch, but slightly more Oriental. Jessica 
holds in one hand the keys of the home and hearth of the " Merchant 
of Venice." 

' ' Henry Peters Gray begun the study of art under Huntington in 
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1839, and went to Europe a year later, spending some time in Rome 
and Venice. He painted portraits and genre pictures in New York, 
from 1843 to '46, when lie made his second vo3-age to Europe, there 
producing several of his most characteristic works. . . . : . He was 
made full member of the National Academy in 1842, and held the 
office of President, succeeding Huntington, from i86g to 1871, when 
he went to Florence, remaining until 1874. He devoted himself princi- 
pally to portrait painting during the later years of his life." — Clement
